In regards to Applicant's arguments regarding the Kawaquchi reference, it is noted that applicants can't look soley to the 
examples to determine what a reference is teaching, but instead must look at the whole reference, while the drawings of 
Kawaguchi et al. show concave surfaces, there is nothing with in the specification that teaches away from concave surfaces, or 
that only convex surfaces are fromed. It is noted that the Kawaquchi reference is not being relied upon to teach the concave 
surface. In regards to Applicants argument regarding the Akiyama reference it is noted that the molten extrudent (a parison or 
dose) is cut and not compresed to form the concave part. It is further noted with regards to the arguments regarding the 
difference between a parison and a dose that the office maintains its assertion that the parison of Akiyama meets all the 
limitations required of the dose in the instant invention..
